San Francisco and then to Marion, 
Mrs. Harding returned to Washington 
to-day to pack up her personal be- 
longings at the White House and 
then arrange for her final departure 
from the capita]. 


As the train, which will hare a 


place in history by virtue of the mo- 
mentous journey it had traveled, np- 
pronched Washington to be broken up 
finally for other uses, the widow of 
the President called to her stateroom 
every member of the pa~fr which had 
made the trip to Alaska and back and 
thanked each one Individually for re- 
maining with her "until the end." She 
appeared still to be bearing 
up 


courageously after yesterday's ordeal 
In Marlon. 


She was driven directly 
to the 


White House where, it was said, that 
only a few days would be required for 
her to finally close out her affairs 
there\and take leave of the mansion, 
which had been her home since"1021. 


At the White House waiting to re- 


ceive her when she arrived was Mrs. 
Coolidge, who herself had reached 
Washington, but n sohrt time before 
from Marion. The new first lady of 
the land insisted that Mrs. Harding 
remain as long as she desired. After 
a short visit Mrs. Coojidge returned 
to her hotel suite In the New Wil- 
lard and Mrs. Harding made known 
hter intention to receive no other 
callers during the day.

terday. 


In the uncertain future, a mauso- 


leum is to be erected to house the 
remains of the fourth Present from 
Ohio. 


For Marlon the brief period of her 


fame as the home ot the President 
was ended nnd another small towu— 
Northampton, Mas., the home of Cal- 
vin Coolidge—took the place of Ma- 
rlon In the public eye. 
Old friends 


and neighbors of Mr. Harding to-day 
congregated to talk over the events of 
a lifetime. Each and every feature 
was gone over In detaiL Many were 
the stories related. 


One old friend of tbe Harding fam 


lly gave a vivid description of the 
Intimate and dramatic scene in in 
the 
living room 
at Dr. Hnrding's 


home 
yesterday, 
when 
President 


Coolidge, 
Chief 
Justice 
Tnft 
and 


other high Government officials met 
in tbe few brief moments before the 
funeral proccsion stactwl for 
the 


cemtery. No newspaper writers were' 
present to record the scene of poster- 
ity. 


"It was 1 p. m.," he told the As- 


sociated Press. "The line from early 
morning had been filing through to 
look on the dead President's face for 
a last time, was stopped by the up- 
lifted arms of a soldier on guard at 
the door. Thousands in the line were 
disappointed after hours of waiting. 


"A bus1' settled over the rooms 


that had heard for two days the 
tramping1 feet of thousands. 


' "President-and Mrs. Goolldga en- 
tered, folldvrtfd by Chief Justice Taft

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DEATH IN BURNING MACHINE 


Mattox Meets Tragic 


Fate When His Sedan Hits 


Street Car And Catches Fire

. The accident was one of the most 
distressing automobile tragedies re- 
corded in this section for a long 
time, the man's burned form crum-

yesterday afternoon about two hours 
after the fatal accident, when she 
was notified

this would happen but little did I 
dream it would be this sudden. 


' The accident was the third serious 


into wreck' of the day in Portsmouth 
and vicinity. In one early yester- 
day morning a young man sustained 
A possible fracture of the skull. 


The scene of the accident was on 


Gallia street, a block west of Mabert 
road. The rain had made the street 
slippery and when Jackson, who was 
driving for Mattox, turned onto the 
car tracks to go around a machine 
parked : along the 
south curb 
the 


wheels of the machine caught in the 
car track and caused the machine to 
skid. Jackson 
applied the 
brakes 


tightly and, according 
to eye-wit- 


nesses, thli caused the machine to 
skid more than ever. 
The sedan 


struck the front end of a west bound 
street car; in charge of motornian 
Fred Schreiber, who did his best to 
atop *>e car to nrevent the crash but 
tU efforts proved futile, although 
the car wns almost to a stop when 
the machine and car came together. 


Just what started the fire is un- 


known. 
Some are of the opinion 


that it was started from the engine 
of the machine while others say that 
sparks cume from the 
wheels or 


under the front of tlie street car. 


Henry \Vaddell, 2510 Gallia street, 


just a few doors east from the scene 
of the accident, was an eye-witness 
to the crash. He was on his front 
porch and was looking down Gallta 
street when he saw the machine go 
out Into the street to pass a machine 
along the curb and it looked like the 
machine skidded over onto the west 
bound car track when the man ap- 
plied his brakes.

I worked beside him and my present 
sorrow is somewhat assaused by ihe 
feeling of satisfaclion at having been 
pcrmllted to serve a great president, 
a mosti human and considerate chief, 
and the finest friend It has ever given 
a man to have.

Harding A Martyr, 


Says Ohio Senator 


In Memorial Speech 


CINCINNATI, Aug. 10—President 


Harding was a martyr to the nation 
as much as nuy soldier who i-ver 
fell in battle, inasmuch as ho died in 
the line of duty while varryiiig his 
message to the people, United States 
Senator Fcss, of Ohio, declared in a 
memorial address hern to-day. 


The Senator took 
the untimely 


end of the late executive as an ob- 
ject lesson for the nation, and de- 
clared himself strongly in favor of 
Congressional action that would plim- 
'.mite many of thr> heavy burdens of 
the- chief oxccutive of die nation, so 


his death and their desire to sympa-, 
thize with the stricken family. 


"Arriving at the cemetery, the min- 


isters proceeded the casket to the 
vnult. President Coolidge, Chief Jus- 
tice Taft, Cabinet members and mili- 
tary and naval officials 
following 


with Mrs. Harding nnd other rela- 
tives. 


"The casket was pLiced on a catal- 


faque. 
President 
Coolidge stood 


facing it nt the foot with the Cabinet 
members ranged behind him, ottiosrs 
of the army to his right and officers 
of the navy to his left.
